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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): the 1 12 rejections have been overcome by the applicant, but it 
is noted that the specification lacks the claimed terminologies, the "liquid supply means" and "simultaneously", rendering the specification 
objected. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments and the affidavit by Mr. 
Munson, but the arguments are not deemed persuasive to place the conditions for allowance. Particularly, with regard to Hutchinson, it is 
noted that Hutchison also discloses producing superheated vapor as does the applicant, and Hutchinson further shows control means 
connected to a water supplying pump to control the liquid input which results in the output adjustment of the superheated vapor. This is 
further evidenced by the output variable pressure regulating control valve 48 and the pump 30 that is required to provide a controlled flow 
agaist the steam generating cylinder with the control system. If the controlling of the input was not related to the output of the superheated 
vapor, there would have been no reason to control the liquid flow by the pump by the control system. Furthermore, it is noted that both the 
prior art Friedheim '556 and 037 show the pump for providing a volume of liquid, and to one of odrinary skill in the art, it would have been 
obvious to adjust the pump and its liquid input to yield an adjusted amount of output as is known in the art such Hutchinson. 
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
